Tho toast of "The Press" at tho recent 
banquet afforded tho proposer an oppor- 
tunity to charge the Press of Victoria 
with labk'of enterprise, in that they fni! 
to furnish tho public with regular news 
dispatches. The gentleman who respond- 
ed on behalf of tho fourth estate pointed 
out that the fault did not lie with tho 
Press, but with the tolograph service. 
He showed that prior to tho adoption of 
tho Gisborne system, news dispatches were 
laid regularly boforo tho public, and that 
since Mr. Gisborno had completed his 
arrangement with tho Amorican lines dis- 
patches aro not attaina ble. The great in- 
convenience to tho public which exists 
from closing the offices at 8 o'clock in tho 
evening,, was referred to and it was shown 
that not alono were tho public deprived 
of news, but of reasonable facilities for 
sending private dispatches as well. Tho 
respondor might. have added with perfect 
candor that operators have been sent hero 
from tho East — men of education and 
good abilities as oloctricians — who receive 
a lower rate of wages than unskilled lab- 
orers are paid on tho railway works, and 
that tho resignation of such persons aro 
frequent. There is every reason to bo- 
liovo that were propor representations 
mado to tho government at Ottawa a 
romedy would bo at once found for tho 
prosont disgraceful condition of the sor- 
vico which is moro uncortain than at any 
time since tho date of confederation. 
Telegraphic communication across tho 
continent through Canadian territory will 
bo a very good thing; but.commercial in- 
terests aro such that the time will nover 
come when communication with the Pa- 
cific states and territories can bo dis- 
pensed with. The servico calls for iiu- 
juediato and radical reform. It is the 
worst in tho world. 



JS FRANCE ON THE EVE OF A 
'. REVOLUTION? 

Thoro are distrusting elements at work 
in Franco. The communists are coining 
again to tho front. Anti-rent and social- 
istic leagues haye beon formed and a sys- 
tem of boycotting landlords has been 
lately introduced, in tho low quarters or 
Paris. A tone of uneasiness pervades 
tho press and tho expressions of public 
men aro ominous of approaching disaster. 
Tho belief is that in the Egyptian matter 
tho French have been outwitted and that 
they now occupy a position of isolation in 
European affairs which no Frenchman 
can . contemplate without alarm. Ger- 
many, Austria and Great Britain have 
come to a perfect understanding on tho 
Eastern question; Italy has been scarcely 
consulted and an offensive and defensive 
alliance between Russia and Franco would 



tipiomatic taiiuro on tno part 
their rulers. Hence tho condition of the 
public mind is anything but satisfactory. 
It is in fact dangerous. Is history about 
to ropcat itself ?

Tho Sabbath desecration is bad 
enough endangering as it does the lives 
of individuals as well as cattle by care- 
less and reckless shooting, but when pro- 
perty is wantonly destroyed and stolen, 
tho practice is carried altogether too far.

Witness 
next went for the police and mot officers 
Flowiu and Hough who went back to the 
house with him. Officer Flewin found 
the purso produced in the fountain, con- 
taining a gold dollar and a small pencil. 
The purse was left on witness' desk, and 
the wold dollar in one of the drawers of 
the same. They wont to the bedroom, 
and found that tho chest of drawers had 
been hacked in trying to open the draw- 
ors, which had also been attempted by a 
case knife. Witness loft tlio deed box 
broduced in tho cupboard under tho writ- 
ing desk locked. It was forced open. 
The box was found this morning by the 
police and witness near the residence of 
Mr. Mills oil' Cormorant street among the 
rocks, and tho papers wore scattered about 
and all wot. Tho box was forced open. 
The box, tho purse and' tho papers were 
witness' property. Witness drew the 
blade of tbe knife from the drawer where 
it had boon used to force the lock. A 
second knife produced was found by olli- 
cer Flewin near the tin box and had evi- 
dently been used to open it. Tho pri- 
soner gained access to the bouse by break- 
ing the glass and sash of a window in tho 
dining room. The prisoner also ripped 
up an empty leather portmanteau which 
was found in tho bedroom.

T. Moody stated that between 7 and 8 
o'clock ho went to Mr. Stylos residence 
with Mr. Fox, and found Mr. Styles hold- 
ing tho prisoner whom he took to the 
police barracks. 

Supt. O'Conner stated that tho last 
witness gave the prisoner into witness' 
care at the police barracks on n charge of 
entering the dwelling house of Mr. Sty less 
on the evening of the 29th. 

Constable Flewin, sworn, stated that 
ho went last evening to Mr. Styles' house 
on Amelia street and found that a pane of 
glass of tho top sash had been broken and 
the fastenings unbolted. There were also 
two panes of glass and a sash bar in the 
lower sush broken. He then corrobor- 
ated tho details already given in the evi- 
dence of first witness as to the 
state of the houso. He found a hat on 
the Hour of the bedroom, and a China- 
man's coat arid shoos outsido tho front 
door, tho latter fitted tho prisoner's feet.

Mr. Wm. Moore, nn old pioneer of '58 
whom many will remember' in connection 
with the fire department of this city for 
several years prior to 1870 came down 
from Harrisburg last week and arrived 
here on Sunday night by way of Port 
Townsend on the mail steamship Dakota. 
He has spent tho last five or six years in 
C;issiar and Takou and brings somo addi- 
tional information from that far oil' gold 
field. The Yukon prospectors from Ari- 
zona reported some good discoveries of 
bituminous coal, gold, silver, copper and 
nickel about 150 miles from Copper river 
country. Mr. Moore brought down a 
specimen of "coal and a lot of excollont 
looking quartz from the lead with which 
he is j connected on Douglas Island. 
Beautiful marble, white, cloudy and 
dark had been found by an old Caribooito 
named Willoughby on Admiralty Island 
between Sitka and Harrisburgh. Messrs. 
Webster and Lock hard have traced a fino 
lead of of quartz three-fourths of a mile 
wide for about live miles in tho direction 
of Silvor liar. This is not far from Har- 
risburg. Another old prospector named 
Daley has discovered a now lead on Dou- 
glas Island which is 1000 feet wide and 
upon which three companies are already 
located, one, tho Bullion is owned by 
John Pierce late of this city. On Prince 
of Wales Island. further to tho northwest 
much mineral "wealth is known to be de-' 
posited. This island and in fact the 
whole country is wonderfully stockud 
with all sorts of game, otk, doer, morose, 
bear, mountain sheep, besides water fowl 
are in the greatest abundance. A mis- 
sionary is stationed here among the Hy- 
dahs and is doing good work. A noted 
prospector named Haley who has earned 
the title of the Polar Bear chief of Alaska 
has a lead on Baranoff Island uour 
Mount Kdgecoinb 15 miles from Sitka 
called the Alysturious Witch. 

An. old prospector named Holly wood 
who a year or so ago lost his trading 
schooner and had two men killed by In- 
dians and another drowned, barely escap- 
ing himself, in consequence of his Indian 
wife knowing tho language —lias returned 
from tlio Yacatet country, lie describes 
that region as being mild in climate and 
rich in minerals; but ho would not un- 
dertake to go back with loss than 25 or 
!0 whito men, as tlio Indians are not as 
tractable as they are about Harrisburg 
and Sitka. J ' ' 

Tho Yukon and Chilcat prospectors 
penetrated about 1000 miles into tlie inte- 
rior and roported 'finding gold in many 
places, besides numerous other niotals 
ind minerals. North of Cassiar, in Brit- 
ish territory much mineral wealth is sup- 
posed te exist.. . j 

W>..T, Robertson is' managing a* in i no 
for Coleman of San Francisco, in Takou, 
and is doing good work-in opening up its 
stores of- wealth. Several old Cassiar 
men aro.on good lodges and are likoly to 
do woll.

The moBt remarkable feature of the 
Loborough sensation is the roported ap- 
pearance of the Virgin Mary, who, in a 
dream, pointed out to Mr. Magee, of In- 
verary, tho spot where the lost old man 
was to be found.

On Satur- 
day night ho had a startling 'dream, in 
which ho avers that tho Holy Virgin ap- 
peared to him and described to him tho 
exact spot whore Caroy was to bo found. 
In tho morning ho related his dream to 
a number of his neighbors and told them 
that ho thought he knew of such a place 
as tho one described in tho dream about 
two mik)3 north of Hart's dwelling. They 
hooted at' tho absurdity of the thing; Ma- 
goo was induced to forego his original in- 
tention of seeking for the place, and join- 
ed in tho search with tho others. As 
night approached, however, and no trace 
of Caroy had been found, his strange 
dream made such a deep impression upon 
bis mind that he resolvod to go in quest 
of a place resembling tho one described 
to him. He found it without much diffi- 
culty — a large opening in the earth be- 
tween two hills some six or eight feet in 
depth, apparently formed by somo con- 
vulsiun of nature. The walls are rocky 
and precipitous, and there, at the bottom, 
strange to say, lay poor Carey, the ob- 
ject of all their search, buriod in a deep 
sleep.

A LONDON MYSTERY. 



Is it a Hurdor ? 

The investigation of a very remarkable 
case has just been begun at the Worship- 
street police court, and although up to 
the present only,^ c "\v of the main ele- 
mentary facts hi .een made known 
enough has transput to arouse consider- 
able public interest. It seems indeed as 
if another London mystery is about to be 
unravelled before us. . Put briofly the 
case stands thus: Up till November last 
year a bakor named Slcngcr was carrying 
on business in Lover street, St. Luke's, 
one of tho poorest districts immediately 
adjoining tho city proper. After mid- 
night on that date however, whon ho was 
seon entering his home, Slanger. myste.-^ 
riously disappeared. Nothing moro was 
suon or heard of him, and when later, i 
vertisements wero insertod in- the London 
papers for information of his whereabouts 
no reply of any kind was received. Seven 
or eight months later Sir James Hanner, 
the probate judgo, on the strength of affi- 
davits disclosing all that was then known 
of tho circUmstancos, allowed his oxecu- 
tors to presumo his death on the date 
mentioned. Accordingly tho will Slanger 
had executed in July last yoar, by which 
he had left all his property in trust to his 
wife, so long as sho did not marry or co- 
habit with any person, took effect from 
that time. But it now appears that on 
tho morning Slanger was lust sbOn to en- 
tor his home.a master baker nam«dStunini 
went to Slanger's houso, avowedly to at- 
tend to the business ; and a few days af- 
terwanls he left his wife and livod in com 
pany with Mrs. Slanger in her house, 
when Slanger disappeared some'four or 
five hundred pounds was standing to his 
credit at one of the banks, and after his 
departure nearly tho whole of it was very 
speedily withdrawn in three cheques bear- 
ing Slanger's signature. One of these at 
least is declared to be' a forgory. - The 
body of it is allogod to be in tho writing 
of Stumm, and the signature. is a bad imi- 
tation of that of tho missing man. Tho 
result is that Stumm and alw. Slanger 
have been apprehended and. now stand 
charged with forging tho cheque. But 
there are one or two elements moro which 
still further complicate the case. A week 
after Slanger's disappearance the, malo 
prisoner had a mortgage deed drawn up 
in favor of ono Clarke, to secure, by a 
lease of tho premises in Levis street, the 
repayment of tho sum of JL'GfiO. Ho, , got 
possession of the deed before it was exe- 
cuted, but it was produced in court with 
tho part where tho mark should havo 
been burned away, and bearing all en- 
dorsement showing that on January; G, 
this yoar, it was reassigned on' payment 
of the £'G50 from Clarke to Slanger. Fur- 
ther proceedings in bankruptcy against 
Slanger's estate wore soon afterwards in- 
stituted, in which Stumm claimod nearly 
i'1,500. It ought to bo montioned that 
in January this year, one of the execu- 
tors roceived a letter dated from Kreuzi 
nachj Germany, purporting to como from 
Slanger, which however, is now believed 
to have been a forgery. Tho case, which 
will bo further inquired into next week 
at tho police court, presents somo vory 
peculiar features, and has a far more se- 
rious bearing than tlio forgery charged on 
tho warrant. It bids fair, as far as ono 
can judgo, to provo a veritahlo cause ce- 
le.bre, and it' may bo added that tho Trea- 
sury havo undertaken the prosecution, 
and that every effort is boing made to get 
at tho real explanation of Slanger's dis- 
appearance.

I am reduced 
to pulp, but, thank Hoavon, not to ashes.'- 
When you suggest a reply to theso criti- 
cisms, 1 am suro you can have no concep- 
tion of tho subdued and frightened state 
of my mind. Iam bent on improvement, 
laying aside all my old notions of my be- 
liefs and of my standing. I am carefully 
putting together the real man that I am. 
When I get my new personal idontity to- 
gether and in working ahapo, I intend to 
study theology somewhere, though in my 
present confusion I cannot see whothor I 
shall study at Andovor or Boston. Npw. 
Haven.'. is nearer, but Dr. Smythe' has 
been there, and I fear the laxity of divin- 
ity in his neighborhood. Prince- 
ton is not far south of mo, but Dr. Mc- 
Cosh is n Christian evolutionist, and it 
would bo folly, after what I have suffered, 
to come under tho malarial influence of 
that philosopher. On the whole I inclino 
to study at Park stroet but wherever I 
may go I am determined bofore I die to 
find a theology which will pass muster at 
Bangor, at Andovor, at Cambridge, at 
New Haven! at Princeton, at Alleghany, 
at Oborlin, at Chicago and at Park street.
